On  our  own 
grounds  this  new  strain  not  only  headed  two  weeks 
efirlier  than  the  regular  Snowball,  but  the  heads  were 
larger  and  more  compact,  beautifully  white  and  well 
protected  with  leaves,  which  curl  over  the  head  in  a 
way  quite  distinct  from  other  kinds.  This  new  cauli¬ 
flower  heads  very  uniformly,  so  the  crop  can  be  cut 
and  marketed  within  two  or  three  weeks.  Being  earlier 
than  other  kinds  the  crop  is  of  much  greater  value,  as 


early  cauliflower  always  brings  higher  prices  in  mar¬ 
ket  than  the  late  crops.  The  plants  make  a  strong,  vig¬ 
orous  growth  and  the  leaves  are  somewhat  blistered  and 
they  curl  over  the  heads  so  as  to  protect  them  from  the 
sun.  This  is  the  most  pronounced  improvement  that  has 
been  made  in  cauliflower  in  many  years  and  we  are  sure 
all  gardeners  who  raise  it  this  year  will  be  pleased  with 
the  results.  However,  the  past  season  Super  Snowball 
Cauliflower  proved  its  great  value  as  a  later  variety, 
producing  larger,  more  solid,  perfect  heads  than  all  other 
varieties  which  came  under  our  observation,  late  in 
October. 

EXTRA  SELECT,  DWARF  ERFURT— Head  close,  com¬ 
pact  and  large,  measuring  from  7  to  10  inches  in  di¬ 
ameter.  Plants  are  quite  dwarf  and  seldom  fail  to  form 
a  good  sized  symmetrical  head. 

DANISH  GIANT  OR  DRYWEATHER— A  large  variety, 
later  than  Snowball,  and  very  vigorous  grower.  On  ac¬ 
count  of  leaf  growth  it  stands  dry  weather  better  than 
most  varieties. 

EXTRA  EARLY  SNOWBALL— Best  variety  for  general 
use.  Dwarf  habit  and  produces  fine,  large,  white  heads.

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CELERY 


CULTURE — Sow  in  drills  and  tread  seed  firmly  in;  thin  out 
to  an  inch  apart  and  keep  ground  well  worked  and  free 
from  weeds;  shade  young-  plants  for  a  week  or  ten  days 
and  do  not  let  soil  dry  out.  To  secure  stock  plants  cut 
off  tops  once  or  twice  before  transplanting,  before  July, 
after  the  plants  have  attained  a  height  of  4  to  6  inches. 
One  ounce  of  seed  for  5,000  plants,  4  ounces  for  one  acre. 

WINTER  QUEEN — One  of  the  best  winter  varieties  and 
we  recommend  it  especially  to  market  gardeners. 

WHITE  PLUME — This  handsome  sort  is  valued  because 
naturally  the  stalk  and  portions  of  inner  leaves  and  heart 
are  white. 

TALL  GOLDEN  SELF-BLANCHING — This  new  tall 
strain,  selected  in  France  from  Golden  Self-Blanching 
Celery,  differs  from  the  original  by  making  a  decidedly 
heavier  and  taller  growth.  The  foliage  is  also  quite  dis¬ 
tinct  and  has  been  bred  for  disease  resistance.  The 
slender  heart  is  well  blanched.  It  is  an  extra-early  va¬ 
riety  which  should  be  carefully  tested  by  Celery  growers 
to  determine  its  adaptability  to  their  particular  growing 
conditions  and  its  market  value.  Because  of  their  taller 
growth,  the  plants  require  more  labor  if  they  are 
blanched  with  earth. 

GOLDEN  PLUME  OR  WONDERFUL  CELERY— This  Cel¬ 
ery  is  very  similar  to  the  Golden  Self-Blanching.  It  is  of 
the  same  color  and  general  appearance  but  of  more 
vigorous,  sturdy  growth,  forming  heavy,  solid  stalks 
which  blanch  quickly  and  are  of  fine  quality.  We  have 
a  very  fine  strain  which  will  be  found  equal,  if  not  su¬ 
perior,  to  any  sold,  even  at  much  higher  prices.  We 
advise  all  growers  of  Celery  to  try  this  strain.  There 
are  never  any  soft  stalks  and  the  Celery  is  large,  vigor¬ 
ous  and  healthy  and  keeps  well  in  storage. 

PARIS  GOLDEN  SELF-BLANCHING— Similar  to  the 
White  Plume  in  its  self-blanching  characteristics,  but  of 
a  deep  golden  yellow  color. 

GIANT  PASCAL — Grows  two  feet  high;  the  stalks  are 
very  broad,  thick  and  crisp,  and  of  a  rich  nutty  flavor. 
The  heart  is  golden  yellow,  very  full  and  attractive  in 
appearance.  It  blanches  very  easily  and  quickly. 

CELERIAC,  OR  TURNIP-ROOTED  CELERY— Sow  seed 
same  as  Celery.  Transplant  in  rows  two  feet  apart,  six 
inches  in  the  row.  Thorough  cultivation  is  necessary  to 
secure  good  roots.  Earthing-up  is  not  necessary.  Roots 
may  be  cooked  or  used  as  salad. 

CHICORY 

WITLOOF — A  delicious  winter  salad,  eaten  usually  with 
French  dressing  like  cos  lettuce.  The  root  is  long  like 
a  parsnip,  but  the  part  eaten  is  the  top  of  the  root,  with 
the  young  leaves,  usually  best  when  forced  in  the  winter.

CTLTURE  — For  winter  use  sow  shallow  in  rows  one  foot 
apart  during  August  or  September.  Plants  are  ready  for 
use  in  six  or  eight  weeks.  When  winter  approaches  give 
them  a  light  covering  of  hay  or  straw.  Plants  are  hardy 
and  will  remain  green  and  fit  for  use  all  winter.  Seed 
may  also  be  sown  early  in  spring.

COLLARDS 

TRUE  GEORGIA  COLLARDS — This  is  a  tall,  loose¬ 
leaved  cabbage-like  or  kale-like  plant  grown  throughout 
the  south  and  known  in  different  sections  as  “Cole,” 
“Colewort,”  or  simply  “Greens.”  It  is  extensively  used 
for  the  table  as  well  as  for  stock  feeding  in  the  south, 
where  it  continues  in  growth  and  is  usable  throughout 
the  entire  winter.  Collards  usually  succeed  in  locations 
where  cabbage  cannot  be  grown  to  perfection. 

Sow  the  seed  thickly  in  drills,  in  rich  ground,  transplant¬ 
ing  when  about  four  inches  high;  or  sow  in  drills 
where  the  plants  are  to  remain,  and  when  well  started 
thin  to  two  or  three  feet  apart  in  the  row.  In  the  south, 
seed  may  be  sown  from  January  to  May  and  from  August 
to  October.

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CUCUMBERS 


Davis  Perfect

Tie  up  loose  leaves  or  cover  with  pots  to  blanch  for  salad. 
Valuable  for  salads  and  decorative  as  a  garnish  to  vege¬ 
tables.  Two  ounces  of  seed  to  100  yards  of  row.  Three 
pounds  to  acre. 

FULLHEART — Broad  Leaved — Fullheart  Endive  is  one 
of  the  most  important  crops  in  our  section.

LETTUCE 

Loose  Leaved  Varieties 

BLACK  SEEDED  SIMPSON— Days  to  maturity,  78.  Will 
hold  twenty-two  days  before  shooting  to  seed.  One  of  the 
most  largely  planted  varieties  and  is  loose-leaved;  late- 
intermediate  in  attaining  full  development  and  slow  to 
shoot  to  seed.

The 
heads  are  so  firm,  crisp  and  white  that  they  have  almost 
driven  other  kinds  out  of  the  markets.  It  has  been  hard 
to  raise  really  good  heads  of  this  lettuce  in  the  East  be¬ 
cause  it  requires  cool  weather  which  it  gets  in  California 
during  the  winter.  The  new  No.  12  strain  which  we  are 
now  offering  matures  earlier  than  the  old  strain  and  is 
better  adapted  to  Eastern  conditions  of  climate.

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ONIONS 


Southport  White  Globe 


CULTURE — Onions  do  best  on  a  rich  loam,  previously  cul¬ 
tivated  for  two  years.  Still  clay  and  light  sand  are  equal¬ 
ly  unfavorable.  The  land  should  be  highly  fertilized  with 
well  rotted  manure.  Fresh  stable  manure  has  a  tendency 
to  produce  soft  onions.  Drill  in  4  pounds  of  seed  per  acre, 
one-half  inch  deep.  If  sets  are  wanted,  use  60  to  80  pounds 
of  seed  per  acre.  Fifteen  to  twenty  bushels  of  sets  will 
plant  an  acre.

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PARSNIPS 


Perfection  Hollow  Crown 


CILTURE— Parsnips  are  usually  grown  in  deep,  rich  sandy 
soil,  but  will  make  good  roots  in  any  soil  which  is  deep, 
mellow  and  moderately  rich.  Fresh  manure  is  apt  to  make 
the  roots  coarse  and  ill-shaped.  As  the  seed  is  sometimes 
slow  and  uneven  in  growth,  it  should  be  sown  as  early  as 
possible  in  drills  two  and  one-half  feet  apart;  cover  one- 
half  inch  deep  and  press  the  soil  firmly  over  the  seed.  Give 
frequent  cultivation  and  thin  the  plants  to  six  inches  apart 
in  the  row. 

PERFECTION  HOLLOW  CROWN— The  roots  are  medium 
long  with  a  broad  shoulder  gradually  tapering  down¬ 
ward.  The  skin  is  very  white  in  color  and  quite  smooth. 
It  is  considered  the  best  and  most  productive  of  the 
long  Parsnips,  with  fine-grained  tender  and  sweet  flesh. 
Under  fair  conditions  it  yields  a  tremendous  crop  of 
well-shaped  roots.  Our  seed  is  carefully  tested  for  germi¬ 
nation  and  you  will  get  a  result  from  your  planting. 


PARSLEY 

CULTURE — Parsley  is  easily  grown,  only  it  takes  several 
weeks  for  it  to  come  up,  hence  the  ground  where  it  is  sown 
is  often  covered  with  weeds  or  dug  over  with  the  belief 
that  the  seed  is  no  good.  The  seed  may  be  soaked  several 
hours  in  warm  water  before  sowing  which  will  hasten 
germination.  Sow  it  early  in  the  spring  in  rows  a  foot 
apart.  It  can  also  be  used  to  border  beds,  making  a  very 
pretty  effect.  One  ounce  will  sow  a  150-foot  row.  A  few 
plants  can  be  taken  up  in  the  fall  and  put  in  pots  or  boxes 
in  a  sunny  window  and  will  continue  to  furnish  leaves  for 
flavoring  or  garnishing  throughout  the  winter. 

CHAMPION  MOSS  CURLED — This  is  a  vigorous,  com¬ 
pact  growing  variety,  excellent  for  garnishing  and  flavor¬ 
ing,  and  a  handsome  decorative  plant.  The  leaves  are 
very  finely  cut  and  so  closely  crisped  or  curled  as  to  re¬ 
semble  bunches  of  moss.  Owing  to  its  uniformly  fine 
deep  green  color  and  very  attractive  foliage,  this  is  one 
of  the  most  popular  sorts  for  both  the  market  and  home 
garden. 

PLAIN — The  leaves  of  this  variety  are  flat,  deeply  cut 
but  not  curled.  Very  desirable  for  flavoring  soups  and 
stews  and  for  drying.

Parsley — Hamburg  or  Thick  Rooted 
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PEAS 


CULTURE — Sow  as  early  as  possible  a  few  of  some  of  the 
early  varieties  in  warm  sandy  soil.  The  seed  can  be  sown 
in  rows  in  a  very  satisfactory  way.  It  is  best  to  sow  in 
an  open  way  with  a  hoe,  the  full  width  of  it  and  broadcast 
the  seed  thinly  in  the  bottom.  Later  plantings  should  be 
of  the  wrinkled  varieties,  they  are  better  yielders,  sweeter 
and  very  highly  flavored.  Early  varieties  will  mature  in 
about  fifty  or  sixty  days,  later  varieties  in  about  seventy 
to  eighty-five  days. 

LITTLE  MARVEL — Days  to  maturity,  60.  The  vines 
of  this  variety  will  grow  to  a  height  of  fifteen  inches, 
producing  pods  two  and  three-quarters  to  three  inches 
in  length.  This  variety  resembles  the  Nott’s  Excelsior  in 
vines,  habit  of  growth  and  quality.  The  pods  are  con¬ 
siderably  longer,  very  often  being  produced  in  pairs,  and 
are  straight,  slightly  broader  than  Nott’s  Excelsior.

CULTURE — Sow  in  ground  well  enriched  with  rotted 
manure.

RHUBARB  or  Pie  Plant 

GIANT  VICTORIA — Rhubarb,  also  known  as  Pie  Plant, 
or  Wine  Plant,  is  the  earliest  spring  vegetable  and  is 
grown  for  its  leaf  stalks  which  are  extensively  used  for 
pies  and  sauce.  Rhubarb  succeeds  best  in  deep,  some¬ 
what  retentive  soil  and  the  richer  this  is  and  the  deeper 
it  is  stirred,  the  better.  Sow  in  drills  an  inch  deep  and 
thin  out  the  plants  to  six  inches  apart.  In  the  fall 
transplant  into  very  highly  manured  and  deeply  stirred 
soil,  setting  them  four  to  six  feet  apart  each  way  and 
give  a  dressing  of  coarse  manure  every  spring.  The 
stalks  should  not  be  plucked  until  the  second  year. 
When  a  blossom  stalk  appears,  it  should  be  cut  back 
well  into  the  ground  and  the  plant  never  allowed  to 
exhaust  itself  by  running  to  seed.  Rhubarb  Roots,  per 
dozen,  $1.00;  per  100,  $6.00;  Not  Prepaid. 

SALSIFY  OR 
VEGETABLE  OYSTER

NEW  SQUASH  TABLE  QUEEN,  “DES  MOINES” — We 
can  truly  say  that  the  height  of  Squash  quality  is  still 
unknown  to  one  who  has  not  eaten  half  a  Table  Queen, 
baked  and  buttered.

CULTURE — Sow  early  varieties  in  April,  in  drills  12  to  18 
inches  apart.  Cover  seed  one-half  inch  and  thin  out  to  4  to 
6  inches  in  the  row.
